For the Comfort of President and Mrs. Roosevelt on Their Southern Trip. 


After Hearing Evidence Gov. Hanly 


Orders Preacher Convict, Once 


Paroled, to Prison 


TESIIMOIT PROVES HE WRECKED 


Indianapolis, 
Nov. . 9.—Governor 


Hanly today ordered 
Rev. William 


E. Hinshaw back to the penitentiary 
at Michigan City to again enter upon 
the serving of his life sentence for the 
murder of his wife. 


This sensational denouement of the 


amazing charges brought against Hin- 
sbaw by Sheriff-elect Freeman, of Wa- 
bash. who alleges that the preacher- 
couvict t.ifi ruined his 
home, came 


ufter a hearing of the evidence today 
by Governor Hanly. 


At 10:30 o'clock this morning Dep- 


uty Sheriff C. W. Martin, of Wabash 
county, took Hinshaw, who had been 
rearrested yesterday near Lynn, Ran- 
dolph county, before Governor Hanly. 


Will Be Taken at Once. 


Governor Hanly ordered Hinshaw 


to be kept In the Marlon county jail 
tonight and that he be taken to 
prison tomorrow. 
' 


The decision of the governor came 


with unexpected suddenness, owing 
to the complete confession of Hin- 
shaw this afternoon. 
In the hearing 


this afternoon he made a clean breast 
of the whole matter with reference 
to Mrs. Freeman. He admitted that 
he had Improper relations with her 
at Shirley, as Freeman had charged, 
and as Mrs, Freeman had, confessed. 


The two were accompanied by J. B. 


Hlnsbaw, of Winchester, a brother of 
the 
accused man; 
R. C. Carter, of 


Lynn, whose wife Is Mrs. Freeman's 
sister, and whom Mrs. Freeman vis- 
ited when the alleged misconduct be- 
tween Hinshaw and Mrs. Freeman oc- 
curred, and John S. Duncan, of this 
city, who had been retained as Hln- 
shaw's attorney. 


Have Affidavits at Proof. 


George Freeman was present at the 


hearing, together with his attorney, 
John 
W. 
Mllner, of Wabasn. 
Mil- 


ner was said to have with him affi- 
davits of the. livery man and the hotel 
Keeper at Shirley, where Hinshaw and 
Mrs. Freeman are 
alleged to have 


spent the night. A general denial 
seemed to bo the lino that Hinshaw 
and his attorney would follow. 


Hinshaw would not. discuss the case 


today before going t.o the governor's 
office. "I am ncting under instructions 
from my attorney." he said. "If you 
were In my place you would not want 
to say 
anything, 
would you?" he 


asked. "I have absolutely refused to 
discuss the case with any one. I will 
tell my story to Governor Hnnly at 
the hearing and before that T will tell 
It to no one." 


At. the request of John Duncan, at- 


torney for Hinshaw, the investigation 
WHS conducted by Governor Hnnly be- 
hind closed doors. There were pres- 
ent a dozen or more witnesses. 


.Parole Officer Present. 


One of Hlnshaw's early visitors at 


the jail this 
morning 
was Special 


Agent I '.vlmore, of the Michigan City 
•penitentiary, who looks after regularly 
paroled prisoners. 


Union B. Hunt, 
railroad commis- 


sioner, Hlnshaw's friend durlflg his 
Imprisonment; J. E. Hinshaw, of Win- 
chester, the prisoner's brother, and R. 
C. Carter, of Lynn, Mrs. Freeman's 
brother-in-law, arrived at the jail and 
held a consultation 
wll.li Hinshaw. 


When they came down, they brought 
Hinshaw wit.li them, as Deputy Sheriff 
Martin was waiting down stairs. 


The party then went to the office of 


Governor Hanly in the state house and 
the secret investigation began. 


Five Witnesses Examined. 


Five witnesses from Shirley wera 


examined, 
and Hinshaw's brother, 


George Freeman, the 
complainant, 


and Mr. Carter took the stand. 
The 


charges 
were 
repeated. 
Hinshaw 


himself then took the stand. He ad- 
mitted corresponding with Mrs. Free- 
man, 
he admitted meeting her by ap- 


pointment, he admitted that they had 
gone to the hotel at Shirley and had 
gone driving in day time and at night 
as charged, but denied any improper 
relations. 


A recess was taken till 1:30 o'clock 


when Hinshaw's 
testimony 
will be 


completed and the arguments will be 
made by Attorneys Milliner and Dun- 
can. 


At this point a recess was taken, 


with the understanding that the hear- 
ing would be resumed at once after 
lunch. 


Hanly Gives Decision. 


Following the completion of 
Hin- 


shaw's evidence after recess and the 
arguments of counsel, Governor Hanly 
ordered that Hinshaw lie returned to 
the state prison at Michigan City to 
continue serving his sentence of im- 
prisonment for life for the murder of 
his wife. 


While the investigation which re- 


sulted in Hinshaw being sent back to 
prison for life was in secret from wit- 
nesses it was learned that four of the 
five witnesses that Mllner had brought 
to substantiate his case were called: 
Frank and George Shaw, who own a 
livery stable at Shirley; Lev! J. Cook, 
the hotel keeper at Shirley. A fifth 
witness, Clifford Hunt, was not called 
until later. 


Shaw Brother's Story. 


It is understood that the Shaw broth- 


ers testified that they knew Hinshaw 
:md that he Rot a buggy from thefr 
barn the afternoon of June 9 last; that 
he told one of them to- drive the buggy 
down the street a ways for he was go- 
ing to take a woman with him. 


One of them testified that he called 


Hinshaw by name, and Hinshaw cor- 
rected him, saying that his name was 
Brown: that he had often been taken 
for Hinshaw, however. The witness 
responded that "Hinshaw 
could not 


fool him" as the witness knew who he 
was. 


Two of the Sbaw boys—Frank and 


George—testified that later in the af- 
ternoon they saw Hinshaw 
with 
a 


woman and a child driving along the 
road near Shirley and as one brother 
said, that the woman and 
Hlnshaw 


seemed "to be enjoying themselves." 


"What do you mean by that?" Mr. 


Milnor iisked. 


Was Hugging and Making Love. 
"Well, Hlnnlmw was 
InigKlng 
the 


woman and malting love to her," was 
thn response. This testimony Is said 
to hnvi) Imen substantiated by the oth- 
er brother.

STAB WITNESS III GRAFT TRIAL IS SHOT 


Philadelphia Civil Engineer, Mixed in the Waterworks 


Scandal, Shot by an Accusing Husband. 


Philadelphia, 
Nov. 
9.—Frederick 


Schaffhauser, civil engineer in the 
bureau of water of this city was shot 
and probably fatally wounded while at 
•work on the seventh floor of the city 
hall today by Frederick Hornberger, a 
fireman at one of the city pumping sta- 
tions. The shooting was sensational 
and at first It was believed to have 
been the result of politics, but later it 
developed the attempted murder was 
the outcome of domestic affairs. Schaff- 
hauser for the last year has been much 
In the public eye, principally as a star 
witness In the criminal proceedings 
against John W. Hill, formerly head 
of the bureau of filtration. 


Schaffhauser was called from his of- 


fice to the corridor of tho seventh floor 
today on the pretense that, a friend 
wished to see him. He was met by 
Hornberger,. who shouted "You have 
killed my wife, and I arn going to kill 
you." He had not finished the sen- 


tences when he began firing nt Schaff- 
hauser. 


Hornberger shot five times and two 


of the bullets took effect. 
The victim 


fell and Hornberger started to walk 
away, but was intercepted and held by 
eye witnesses to the Hhooting until 
placed under arrest. In the central po- 
lice station Hornberger told the polico 
that Schaffhauser had been intimate 
with his wife and that her relations 
with him resulted in her death recent- 
ly from disease. 


Schaffhauser was removed to a hos- 


pital in which his condition was found 
to be so critical that the physician sent 
for a magistrate to tako his ante mor- 
tem statement. 


The shooting created 
considerable 


excitement among political leaders and 
others Interested in the reform move- 
ment In Philadelphia, who hurried to 
the city hall when they heard of the 
shooting expecting to hear of sonic 
political development.

New York, Nov. 9.—One woman Is 


dead, a man In a hospital 
suffering 


from severe burns. 2,100 persons fled 
from their homes in panic and thou- 
sands more passed a sleepless night, 
as a result of a scries of ineoudiiiry 
tiros in tho two blocks hounded by 
Sixtieth and Sixty-first stroots and Co- 
lumbus and West End avenues early 
today. 


Scores of persons whose lives were 


endangered by tho conllagration were 
rescued by firemen. 


In all there were five fires, every ono 


of them Incendiary, between midnight 
and :: o'clock this morning. 


Tho woman who lost her lifo was 


Mrs. Caroline Swain, 70 years old. 
She lived at 107 Sixtieth street, adjoin- 
ing one of the buildings which 
was 


fired. She diud from heart fall tiro In- 
duced by fright. 


Adrian Tompklns, In a hospital with 


his hands and feet severely burned, as 
11 result of climbing down a rod hot 
flro escape, is in a serious condition. 


High Pitch of Excitement. 


The rapidly succeeding 
flres. 
the. 


crowds of evicted tenants and the ter- 
rifying rumors spread 
through 
the 


neighborhood with the constant, 
ap- 


pearance and reappearance, of the flro 
engines, nnd the big squad of police, 
raised the people throughout the vicin- 
ity to a high pitch of excitement, which 
did not, lessen until daylight brought a 
measure of assurance lhat the incen- 
diarism was stopped for a while. Tho 
excitement, spread even to Broadway, 
and in Ihe Marie Antlonotlo. Ansoria. 
Empire and other big hotels In the 
neighborhood of Lincoln square. Tin: 
guests were aroused by the commo- 
tion. In St. Paul hotel, at the south- 
west corner of Sixty-first and Colum- 
bus avenue, and the hotel Hudson, at 
Sixty-second street, both close to the 
fires, all the guests were aroused and 
few slept any more. 


All Were Flat Houses. 


All the houses where the fires oc- 


curred were flat houses. 
Three of 


them were occupied by whites 
and 


two by negroes. Most of the tenants 
were In bed when the fires broke out 
and escaped to the streets in the scan- 
tiest, clothing. 


The first, fire was In a five story ten- 


ement house at. 105 West 
Sixtieth 


street occupied by five families, all of 
•whom escaped. 
Mrs. Caroline Swain, 


the woman whose death was induced 
by fright, lived in the adjoining house 
and had been taken by her daughter to 
a window in preparation for flight from 
the house when she collapsed 
and 


died. 


"'h~ Tr^men were still busy fighting 


that fire when the second blaze began 
ai. iiii West Sixtieth street, in a lot 
of rubbish in the basement. 
All the 


tenants escaped. 


Several Narrow Escapes. 


At the third fire nt 215 West Sixtieth 


street: there were several narrow es- 
capes and daring rescues of the ton- 
ants. 
William Murray, who lived on 


the third floor, carried out five of his 
children, and .Tames Smith, a spectat- 
or, went, into Ihe house and brought 
the Sixth Murray child down to the 
second floor window and jumped with 
it Is his arms to the sidewalk. 


Another spectnlor caught them both. 


The child wns unhurt. An aged negro 
was carried out, by other spectators. 


An hour later the fourth fire was dis-

thing happened to him ho wanted hia 
mother to Imvn his watch. 
It is the 


belief lhat hi! committed suicide. 


WAS A FORT WAYNE MAN. 


Sullivan was a Fort Waynn man 


and a son of Mr. nnd Mrs. Andrew P. 
Sullivan, residing at Halhoun stroet. 
and Rudisill avenue. The father Is a 
Wabash railroad engineer, and news 
of the son's death reached tho family 
shortly after midnight. 
Mr. Sullivan 


left, as quickly as possible for Delphi 
and will accompany the remains to 
this city. 


The younpr man was 2. 
r> years of age 


and had resided in Kort Wayne nearly 
his entire life. 
lie was employed by 


his father and brother, who are grad- 
ing contractors under Iho Urm name 
of A. P. Sullivan & Son, and who have 
a contract for grading a portion of 
the wort Wayne and Wabash Valley 
Traction company's trolley line exten- 
sion from Logansport. to 
Lafayette. 


He had been engaged on the work near 
Delphi for about, four weeks. _ He was 
unmarried, and is survived by the par- 
ents, two brothers and three sisters.

WORKMEN KILLED 


FRAME OK HUGE HOTEL AT I;ONG 


BEACH, CM,., COLLAPSES. 


Carries Down a Score OK- More, of 


Men and the Death List Will 


Bo Very Henvy. 


Long Beach, Cal., Nov. fl.—The 


huge Bixby hotel in course of con- 
struction in the boach collapsed .with- 
out, warning today, supposedly as 
the result of faulty 
construction. 


Between twelve and fifteen workmen 
were killed and more than a score 
of others were seriously, several of 
them probably fatally hurt. 


The building was 
of 
reinforced 


concrete nnd tho men were crushed 
to death beneath tons 
of mortar. 


Only two of the dead had been taken 
out an hour after accident,. Upwards 
of twenty injured bad been removed 
to tho Long Beach hospital, which 
soon was filled t.o overflowing. 
Up- 


wards of fifteen workmen are be- 
lieved to be still buried in the debris. 


The hotel Bixby which has been 


under course of construction for Sjev- 
eral months, was to have been ono 
of the best appointed hotels in the 
southern coast. The total cost, of the 
building was estimated at $750,000. 


CUT END OFF THUMB. 


Billy LonRfield cut the end off the 


thumb of his left hand today whilo he 
was cutting wood with a hatchet, Near- 
ly the first, phalanx was severed. He 
Is well known as the manager for sev- 
oral seasons of the Fort Wayne Blues, 
a semi-professional ball team. 


DEEP LAID PLOT 


TO MURDER WOMAN 


Details of Baden Baden Crime Have 


Bad Look for Lawyer Hau, of 


Washington' D. C. 


Baden Baden, Germany. Nov. 9.— 


Karl Hau. alias Stan, the lawyer of 
Washington, D. C., who was arrested 
in London yesterday and held for ox- 
tradition, is wanted by the local po- 
lice on the charge of murdering his 
wife's mother, Frau Molitor. The mo- 
tive of the alleged crime appears to 
nave been the insane greed of money. 
Frau Molitor. who was wealthy, re- 
fused many times 
to 
comply with 


Hau's request for money, having given 
her daughter a considerable clowery 
and arranged that she should inherit 
part of her fortune. 


When Hau married Lena Molitor, six 


years ago, she was twenty-five years 
of age, and Hau. a student, was nine- 
teen. 
Their 
engagement seemingly 


was against Frau Monitor's wish. Im- 
mediately after their 
marriage 
the 


couple went to America and Hau at- 
tained a good position in Washington 
as a lawyer. Hau, his wife and their 
daughter, three years old, came 
to 


Germany last summer to visit Frau 
Molitor. Mrs. Hau 
and the 
child 


stayed several months at the 
villa 


Molitor. 


Sought to Entice Woman to Paris. 
Hau arrived there later via Constan- 


tinople. Visitors to the villa observed 
that the best of relationship did not 
exist between the Hans and Frau Mo- 
litor. A fortnight ago. Hau left Baden 
Baden to return to America and his 
relatives though he 
was either ou 


board ship or bad already arrived In 
the United States. Hau it Is claimed, 
some days after he left Baden Baden, 
sent Frau Molitor a fake cablegram 
dated Paris asking her to go and see 
her man-led daughter there. The fal- 
sification was discovered and the in- 
quiries of the postal authorities with 
a view of discovering tli« Identity of 
tho sender of the message were still 
going on when the murder was com- 
mitted. 


Lured to Her Death. 


During tho evening 
of 
November 


6 Frau Molitor received a'telephone 
message at her home in Baden Baden 
asking her In go the pnstofllro and 
get a parcel which had reached thorn 
for her, 
Frau Molitor, accompanied 


by a younger daughter, started :it onco 
for the postofilco and 
while passing 


through tho quiet stroot. she was shot 
from behind and fell dead with a bul- 
let through her heart. Tho miin who 
committed the murder was described 
as being of medium height, and seem- 
ingly under forty years old. He wore 
a beard, but it is slated that It wns a 
false one. The police believe the mur- 
derer was the man who called up PYaii 
Molitor on the telephone. 


The telephonic message which in- 


duced Frail Molitor to go lo her donth 
was received by a 
servant 
of 
I he 


household who says shP thought she 


recognized Hau's voice ;iml so 
in- 


formed her mistress, but The latter in- 
sisted on going to thu poslolllce. 


How Clue Was Obtained. 


Hau, 
after leaving 
Buden 
Baden,- 


sent his wife and.child to London and 
stopped at Frankfort, where he at- 
tracted attention o\vtng to a long beard 
which he wore. This, however, is now 
asserted to have betn purchased from 
a hair dresser at Frankfort. Tho day 
of the murder Hau left Frankfort ac; 
11 o'clock in the morning on the B:uleu 
train and returned to Frankfort at Id 
o'clock the same evening. 
After his 


arrival there, he sent the following tel- 
egram to his wife at the hotel: 


"Arrive tomorrow night. 
Don't-be- 


tray address." 


This telegram gave the police a 


clue to the identity of the murderer 
and-they promptly notified the London 
police. Hau's arrest followed. 


It is asserted here that Frau Molll-jr 


had long been 
threatened and 
she 


was aware that, deep laid plots had 
been made against her life, and it Is" 
believed that the summoning of Frau 
Molitor to Paris was part of a. plot to 
murder her, which miscarried.. 


LONDON HAS NO DETAILS. 


Hau Reached London November 7—' 


Wife Will See No One. 


London. Nov. S.—Neither the polico 


nor the German embassy hero has re- 
ceived any information respecting tho 
murder at Baden Baden for which Karl 
Ilau, the Washington lawyer, is de- 
tained here, beyond tho original cable 
dispatch from Germany requesting his 
arrest. 


Tho message was very brief, simply 


asking the London police to arrest. A 
man named Hau. a 
native of 
Hern 


Castle, Germany, whose present 
ad- 


dress is Washington, D. C., and who la 
wanted for murder. 


Hau arrived at the hotel Cecil dur- 


ing the evening of November V. Unof- 
ficial dispatches frnm Baden n.-uli-u ap- 
pear to indirate Mint the murder wno 
committed Novi-mber 
<!.

BOLD JOB 


Holds Up Pullman Car Near Kansas City and Compels 


Train Crew to Help Bob the Passengers. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. !).—A lone 


robher, masked, boarded the rear sleep- 
er of an east bound California limited 
train on the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific, known as No. 44, 
between 


Slater and Glasgow, Mo., at 11:58 last 
night, robbed three passengers and es- 
caped in the darkness. 


According to the local officers of the 


Pullman company, the robber secured 
but $65. Among the three men forced 
by the robber to disgorge waa E. R. 
Slagle, of Kansas City, assistant su- 
perintendent of the Pullman company. 


Got Busy at Once. 


The train was the through fast pas- 


senger from California, which between 
Kansas City and Chicago uses the Chi- 
cago and Alton tacks. It left Kansas 
City last night, at 9 o'clock and was 
due in Chicago at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
The robber, who Is described as 


being tall and wearing a long black 
overcoat and a mask, boarded the rear 
sleeper at Slater. When the train had 
gained headway he entered the sleep: 
er, an observation car. 
He encoun- 


tered L. H. Searson, Pullman conduc- 
tor, C. W. Roller, a flagman and R. 
Wood, a negro porter, all of Chicago. 
Levelling two revolvers at the trio of 
trainmen, the robber commanded them 
to proceed ahead of him and wake up 
the, passengers. As his command was 
carried out, the robber, forcing tho 
conductor, porter and flagman ahead of 
him, 
secured what booty ho could In 


his hurried march through the car. 


Thwarted by Porter. 


When ho had reached the front end 


of the car he started for the second 
Pullman. 
The porter, however, had 


managed to get far enough ahead of 
the others to make a flash for the sec- 
ond car and slammed and locked the 
door in the face of the robber. 
The 


train-was then at a point about one 
mile east of Glasgow. Realizing that, 
he could proceed no further with his 
work, the robber pulled the air rope. 
While the train was slackening its 
speed, he jumped off and disappeared 
in the darkness. 


Early this morning officers 
were 


started out from Glasgow, Slater, Kan- 


sas City and other nearby places to 
trace the robber. 
The territory in 


which he worked is thickly settled and 
It will be difficult for him to make his 
escape.

Says He Had No Chance In First Car 


But Made Good in Next.

Pearson, of the Rouk Island train that 
was held up on the Chicago and Alton 
road near Slater last night, made the 
following statement 
when the train 


arrived here: 


"When the robber walked up the 


steps of the rear sleeper as we pulled 
out of Slater and held two revolvers 
at my head I could 
do 
nothing but. 


comply with his demands. 
He was 


tall and heavily masked. He wore a 
long black overcoat. 
He quietly told 


me to go ahead of him and with tho 
negro porter's assistance get all the 
passengers' money. 


"After wo, had awakened all thosj 


in the rear sleeper tho robber told us 
to pass into the next ono. The porter 
and I hurriedly passed into tho second 
sleeper and then I slammed the door 
and locked it before the bandit knew

While I 


called to other trainmen and passen- 
gers, the train stopped. I saw the rob- 
ber leap from the last car and run 
quickly Into the woods. He will have 
difficulty in escaping as we loat no 
time in informing Kansas City and all 
towns in this neighborhood of the rob- 
bery."

Last winter, when his vessel was in 


the ice near Prince Albert Land, Kliu- 
kinberg, accompanied by an Eskimo, 
started inland on a hunting trip. He 
went 250 miles in a northeasterly di 
rection over the snow, finding tracer; 
of people. 
Other whalers had alsu 


seen traces of natives in this regioL, 
but never sighted them. 


Made Friends of Natives. 


Capt. Klinkinberg came up with 150 


or more persons. When they saw him 
they came toward him armed will 
1 


copper knives and bows and arrows. 
They held these above their 
heads 


and he pointed a rifle at them. One 
advanced alone, and the captain laid 
down his rifle, the native putting down 
his weapons. 


They 
became 
friendly, 
and 
by 


means of signs Klinkinberg 
learned 


that, other than one old woman who 
came from Prince William Land, they 
never had seen white men previously. 
He visited tee village and found abou'. 
COO people, all of whom lived by hunt 
ing and fishing. 


Dressed in Tanned Skins. 


The natives used the most primitive 


utensils, fashioned from bone and na 
live copper; Their dress was not lik.? 
that of other Eskimos, but similar to 
that of the Greenland natives, made 
of softly tanned" skins sewed with deer 
sinews. 
Their winter houses 
were 


of sod. with an Inner lining of skins 
and different in shape from those of 
other known tribes.

madic.

from civilization seen by Capt. Klin- 
kinberg was a piece of steel, evidently 
from some ship, which was converted 
into a spearhead.

Robert E. Peary's progress 
in the 


Arctic zone, an interesting polar ex- 
hibit has been arranged in the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History, in 
Manhattan square. 


As the main feature of the exhibit 


there is shown a fully equipped sledge 
used by Peary in his trip across the 
ice in 1900-1902. This sledge is drawn 
by four dogs and Is guided by a fig- 
ure In complete arctic robes. Usually 


drawn by eight dogs, this sledge, car- 
rying 100 pounds, was first used by 
Peary with six dogs and then, toward 
the end of his trip,'with only four. 


Included in tne display are a chro- 


nometer, pocket sextant, compass and 
aneroid barometer used by Peary on 
an earlier expedition, and also those, 
abandoned by General Greely at Fort 
Conger. 
The aneroid 
barometer 
is 


used to register the pressure of atmos- 
phere without the employment of mer- 
cury or a similar fluid. 


There are also photographs of the 


Roosevelt, of the crew, of the familv 
of the explorer on board the ship and 
of different aspects of the ship. As a 
back ground there is a large hemis- 
phere showing the different 
routej 


that have been taken by various aro- 
tic explorers. 


At the entrance to the display is a 


blackboard on which has been out- 
lined Peary's progress and mode oi 
living in the polar regions. 
An ex- 


hibit of musk oxen, such as have beei 
eaten by the explorer's party, lias bee: 
placed in the mammal department.

Washington. Nov. 9.— That the 12-

States would not last through an en- 
gagement of two hours, the period 
that would ulupso from the time the 
loading vessel of a fleet would corno 
within the range until the last vessel 
would pass lieyond the range of the 
gims, is the statement made by Brig- 
adier General William Crozier, chief 
of ordnance, whoso annual report was 
made public at the war department 
today. 


General Crozier thinks that it is of 


the utmost 
importance 
that some 


method lie devised whereby the neces- 
sp.'-y gun powiT can be secured with 
lu.ss expense than that 
involved in 


using the very high velocities of pro- 
jectiles now employed, with tho ac- 
companying rapid wearing away of 
the rifling, in such a manner as to de- 
stroy the accuracy of the gun after a 
few rounds. 


Will Last Sixty Rounds. 


The 12-inc.h gun will last for about 


sixty rounds and as the gun is capable 
of firing for n. considerable interval 
at the rate of forty-five rounds per 
hour, it can be seen that the limit of 
the life of this gnn conid be reached 
in less than an hour and a half. 


Similar statements can 
be made 


with regard to guns of smaller cali- 
bres, says the report, although as tho 
calibre diminishes the admissible ve- 
locity increases. By lowering the ve- 
locity of the 12-inch projectile from 
L'.OUU feet to 2,250 feet per second the 
life of the gnn is increased to 200 
rounds. The penetration of armor is

Fourteen-|-.ch Gun Better. 


The chief of ordnance states that it 


appears that by using in tho situations 
requiring the greatest power a 14-inch 
gun with 2.15(1 feet per second veloc- 
ity of projectile, instead of tho 12-inch 
gun, with 2.500 feet per second initial 
velocity, the army would secure a betr 
ter gun and a gun which would last 
four times an long. General Crozier 
states that the Taft board for the re- 
vision of tho report of the Endicott 
hr arrl on coast defenses recommended 
this gun and that the department has 
decided to use it in place of the 12- 
inch gun In situations whore tho high- 
est power Is required and tho 12-inch 
gun as a maximum calibre lias been 
abandoned.

NEW IRISH RULE PLANNED. 


Draft of Reform 
Measure Provides 


for Degree of Autonomy. 


Dublin. Nov. 9.—A plan for the reor- 


ganization of the government of Ire- 


land has been drafted by members of 
the British cabinet and Irish parlia- 
mentary leaders—a plan that if carried 
into effect will give Ireland a measure 
of home rule. 


The plan provides for the establish- 


ment of a central or castle board, for 
an educational department, a depart- 
ment of agriculture and for the trans- 
fer of land. 
It also creates an Irish 


council, to which from two-thirds to 
three-fourths of Hie members are to be 
elected on the existing parliamentary 
franchise and the rest on a restricted 
franchise. Clergymen of all denomina- 
tions are to be eligible to membership 
in the council. 


Ireland is to retain her present rep- 


resentation In parliament. The police 
are to remain under imperial control, 
but the force will be reduced numeri- 
cally. The judiciary is unaffected. 


Those active in drafting 
the 
plan 


were James Bryce, chief secretary for 
Ireland; John Redmond, leader of the 
Irish party ia the house of commons; 
John Dillon, member of parliament for 
East Mayo, and Sir Anthony MacDon- 
nel, under secretary to the earl 
of 


Aberdeen, lord lieutenant of Ireland. 


Mr. Redmond and Mr. Dillon strong- 


ly opposed the police and the judiciary 
clauses, hut it was pointed out to them 
that certain members of the cabinet 


were obdurate on these questions. The 
proposed measure is not yet complete 
but the essential features have been 
settled definitely and the entire cabi- 
net is agreed thereon.

WHEAT RAISERS MUST LEARN 


Crop Can Be Doublet! by tho Illght 


Kind or Farming. 


By F. O. Sibley. 


How can 
wo double our wheat 


crop? 
Thut Is u question which no 


farmer 
believes can bu aucceaalully 


answered, but it la u. rttct that by- 
proper methods it can bo clous. 


If wo ca.nnot increasu our winter 


wheat yield 20 per cent, we ought to 
quit ajad go into aomething else. 
Ro- 


tation of crops, tho right kind of 
fertilizers, good seed and a perfect 
seed bed are ths main things. 


The seed bed for winter wheat 


rr.ust be perfect, the same as for other 
grain if one expects a good crop. It 
cannot be neglected. Tho land in tho 
first place should be plowed just as 
soon as tho previous crop has been 
removed, for this allows it to be- 
come compact before seeding time in 
September or ear!y October. 


In order to keap the upper layers 


pulverized and form a dust mulch 
which will prevent the escape of val- 
uable soil moisture, it should be har- 
rowed or disked as often as weed 
growths spring up. These pests will 
thujs be got rid of to a great extent, 
especially in ground full 
of weed 


seeds, the young plants being killed 
before even the earliest of them have 
a chance to produce seed for fur- 
ther mischief. 
Persistent perennials, 


like copper-burr, jimson weed and 
velvet-leaf 
cannot be subdued, of 


course, quite as easily as this: but 
if the treatment in question can be 
continued two or three years on land 
infested by them they will be greatly 
thinned in number, if not entirely 
eradicated. 


The ground should bo plowed from 


four and one-half to six inches deep 
and it must all be turned over, other- 
wise when drilling is dono the seed 
will not be evenly covered. 
If plow- 


ing is delayed until late on account 
of dry weather or because the crop 
groiwng on the land cannot be re- 
moved until just before seeding time 
the ground should be compacted by 
a roller drajr. disk or smoothing har- 
row. 


Failure to do this in case of late 


plowing is apt to result in a. poor 
crop ot wheut; EO much so that in 
order to bo on the safe side the 
pround should usuntly be gone over 
four or five times, with a good drill 
and the surface soil well fined the 
seed may then be put in with good 
assurances o£ success. 


No matter what tho condition of 


the soil may be, however, a great deal 
depends upon its fortuity—(ho man- 
ner by which it has been specially 
enriched 
with 
regard 
to 
growing 


wheat. 
For though fertilizers may 


be applied after the crop Is seeded, 
it is better as a rulo to do this bo- 
forehand.

prove land in tho senso of bringing 
fertility to it. 
Somo farmers cherish 


the view that it does. It cannot do so 
since it puts nothing into tiie soil 
when kept. olea.n. 
And somo ot the 


nitrates in the same- arc. liable to 


. noze out of the soil into tho subsoil 


nnd to pas:; away with the drainage 
water when there is :jny considerable 
amount of rainfall. 
Good crops usu- 


ally follow summer fallowing for the 
reason, first, that It cleans the land; 
sscond. that it liberates inert fer- 
tility: third, that II tends to firm 
the soil which in some prairie sec- 
tions is an important consideration. 


Many farmers favor the Introduc- 


tion of a gras.T crop into the rota- 
tion for the reason, first, that it helps 
to clean the land, and second, that 
it fills it with humus which is very 
beneficial to.tho tilth and tho reten- 
tive powers of the same. 


When a sood soil has been formed 


on land the benefits on the same when 
plowed will be present for three or 
four year.i in succession in prairie 
soils, especially in states as far north 
as Illinois.

As a rulo mnho-sHltta uro used und 
tho wor!\ is mado much niora dlul- 
cult In consoquonco. Try the follow- 
ing plan and build the structure de- 
scribed. First build a, \ovr and strong 
platform, having It lar^e enough so 
that there will be no danger of those 
at work on it stepping oft. It should 
be made of lumber faced on the top 
aide and made extra stronj by cross 
pieces underneath. 
Tho legs are 


short but stout and well braced. 
At 


one end cut out a pleco so that the 
barrel described may rest in this open- 
Ins; properly. Irx order that tho barrel 
may not be overturned accidentally a 
-strong brace is made in the form of a 
frame In which the barrel rests and 
this is well braced.

used 
for 
scalding purposes. 
Tho 


whole arrangement in simple and eas- 
ily constructed. 
At tho rear of the 


platform a scaffold Is erected, being- 
simply a strong piece of studding 
rAou».Led on heavy posts sot In ths 
ground; this part of tho structure 
will need to remain whllo the rest of 
it can be taken indoors if desired.

Figure C showing the curve 
In the platform cut for the scalding 
barrel, figure B the form of construc- 
tion of the brace set back of the bar- 
rel and figure A the scaffold.

Farmers that cultivate | 
lands upon which this pest grows | 
slunk! he careful about dragging the j 
wevds about with the cultivators and 
the farm tools, because every root will j 
proiluce a new plant, thus spreading j 
liu-m over the farm very fast. 


Morning glories are not i'o bad a i 


pest as thistles, as they do not prick \ 
anil interfere with handling the crops 
or in feeding, but they wind about the 
stalks of i^rain and corn and take the 
plant food and moisture away from the 
growing crop.

Professor E. Walker of the Ar- 


kansas experiment station sutmn arizes 
the succusful methods of caring for 
orchards \:\ that state. In rejunevatiny 
on orchard of 27 acres of old searing: 
trees, good cultivation, pruning, spray- 
ing and the use of both stable manure 
und ccMiimercial fertilizers were given. 
Tiie work was begun in 1904, and in 
Irtiij about 534 barrels o£ No. I apples 
were secured, having a. value of $2,- 
077.57. and $240 worth of No. 2 cull* 
and vinegar apples, while the expense 
of production was $SS3.30. 


An uncultivated orchard in the sajne 


locality yielded, in comparison, but 70 
barrels of poor Xo. ^ apples. The re- 
sults of analyses of the soil and sub- 
soil in UK- orchard rc-jun-jvaAed show 
considerable less than half of the hu— 
:iius normally present in average south- 
ern soils. In newer ground the humus 
was greatest !n the surface soil, but 
in the older land it was greatest in 
the subsoil. 


Attention was called to the injury 


to apples by the green narrow-winged 
katydid. Scudderia, texensis. This in- 
sect injured from three to five per cent 
of the fruit on many trees. The In- 
jury consisted principally in the dis- 
figuring of the frui-t. 


The proportion of sound a.pples on 


the area first sprayed in going into the 
orchard was 93 1-3 per cent; in other 
parts of the orchard the percentage 
was S4 to SI) per cent, thus showing 
that the b^st work In spraying was 
done when the men were fresh.

Some of the tree-1; Trere dust sprayed, 


but. the foliage and fruit of these trees 
were not so perfect as with the liquid.

Th i u.--j uf nitrate of soda a.t the- 


rate of three pounds per tree greatly 
promoted the general vigor of tho tree. 
increased the average size of the ap- 
ples one-third over trees receiving a 
general fertilizer, and gave much bet- 
ter results than when only one poinKl 
of the same fertilizer alone, or with 
three pounds of muriate or sulphate 
of potash, or with 20 pounds ot slaked 
lime was used. The fruit was not so 
well colored as that of other trees, and 
was later maturing. 


On clayey cherty soil, very deficient 


in humus, no marked effects followed 
tho use of the other fertilizer men- 
tioned above, when used separately. 
Lime, seemed to help the foliage and 
color of the a;pples on the trees tre.'ited, 
while the muriate of potash gavo a 
very bright wincsaip' red to the nor- 
mally brownish Arkansas, or 31. B. 
Twigs. 


The resets In the orchard wcro found 


lo make a good growth when care was 
given them, with sufficient fertilizer to 
Insure plenty of plant food within 
reach of tho roots.

ager has paid one patron J60 per 
cow for each cow milked in a herd of 
sixteen, and five of the number were 
heifers milking with first cal£. 
To 


another patron. It paid $25 per cov.- 
in a heril of twenty: and to another 
J17 per cow in a herd of thirteen. 
The latter herd is not to be consid- 
ered, for the cows were allowed to 
"rough it," and no man who pre- 
tends to dairy farming will so handle 
his cows. 


The 
$25 cows were given good 


roughage and garin in abundance and 
were warmly stabled and kindly treat- 
ed. The $60 cows were bred for tho 
dairy', fed in balanced ration, 
and 


otherwise treated about as their $2> 
neighbors. 


The cows of each herd "wore, neigh- 


bors, belonged to farmers of the same 
community, kept on the same kind 
of land, and the climatic conditions 
ivere identical. 


The milk from each o£ these herds 


ivas handled in the same creamery, 
ind the butter, packed in the same 
ub. It went into the common mar- 
vet and sold for the same price. 


For one man, the creamery mado i. 


ivlng and allowed him money be- 
iiflo.s; for the other, it paid.little for 
eed and trouble, yet the fault lay not 
'.vith the creamery. The $60 man was 
a dairyman; the $25 man ran a steer 
•lairy.
